Gentlemen—The present winter has 
been very severe on our wheat by hard 
frosts, without snow. Many of our farm- 
ers, therefore, intend ploughing up their 
wheat. Last year my neighbour harrow- 
ed up his wheat, in the spring, and doub- 
led his crop thereby. ‘The cause of this 
increase I supposed to be the loosening 
of the earth ; but now I find the true one 
assigned in the American Farmer, which 
gives the following extract from Darwin’s 
Phytologia : 

“ The real cause of the production 
new stems is the accumulation of earth 
above the first joint of the young wheat 
plant; from which new buds spring out, 
generated and nourished by the caudex of 
the leaf, which surrounds that joint, and 
which afterwards withers.” 

I must refer to the valuable werk for 
the remainder of the observations on the 
subject, for it is too long to copy. It 
states that wheat roots gives suckers, 
which ifthe earth be put on them, produce 
wheat like the stem from the original 
seed ; and asa proof of this he says that 
me root from a grain of wheat, by be- 
ing divided and subdivided, produced 
three pecks and three quarts of wheat 
weighing 47lbs. and three oz. amount- 
ing to 576,840 grains of wheat. 

I veg farmers to consider whether the 
harrow by tearing the top part of the 
wheat’s roots, and by throwing the soil 
about it, does not in some degree divide 
and replant the suckers. 

The wonderful effect of harrowing in 
{the spring, I have witnessed. 

Harrowing is cheaply an quickly done, 
and it certainly is desirable to prevent 
ploughing up the wheat. T. i. 





Extracts from the Proceedings of the Hartford 
Co. Agricultural Society. 
CORN.—Mr. Erastus Sheldon, of Suf- 
field, raised the last year, from one acre 
of land, eighty-six bushels and ten quarts 
of Indian corn. ‘The land had Jain two 
years to grass; it was ploughed about the 
first of April, and twelve load of sheep 
manure was carted on and harrowed in. 
It was planted about the last of April, and 
dunged in the hill with hog dung, plant- 
ed two and a half feet apart, and rows 
three feet apart. At the Ist hoeing, three 
stalks were left in the hill. 
POTATOES.—John Watson, Jr. of 
East-Windsor, from one acre of land, the 
last summer, raised four hundred and forty 
five bushels of potatoes. The land was 
meadow, and broke up on the 10th of A- 
pril, planted in continued rows four feet 
apart, and manured with thirty loads of 
barn yard dung and three bushels of plas- 
ter paris, and planted with thirty three 
bushels of whole potatoes.—There were 
four kinds of potatoes planted ; three of 
them produced well, viz. English whites, 
lady fingers and kidney. ‘The blue,noses 
did not produce so abundantly. 
FLAX.-—Mr. Lemuel Roberts, of 
Windsor, in a letter to the Chairman of 
the committee on produce, savs— The 
one acre and thirty-seven rods of land, 
from which I raised three hundred and 
thirty three pounds and a half of Flax, 
and on which I had ten and a half bush- 
els of flax-seed the season past, was im- 
proved with potatoes in the year 1820, 
and was ploughed about the 20th day of 
April last, and again about the 5th day 
of May, and sowed the next day, aod 
bushed the seed in after the land had been 
harrowed, and put one bushel and three 
pecks of flax seed, in the said land, and 
pulled the flax in July, and dressed the 
same in January and February. 
WINTER-WHEAT.—Geo. Cheney 
of East-Hartford, raised 32 bushels of 
winter wheat on an acre of land, the last 
season. The land had formerly been a 
pasture, and so much swarded as to pro- 
ducc but little feed. The seed was soaked 
in salt-pretre brine, rolled in plaster paris, 
and ploughed in to the depth of 4 inches. 





In a former year, in which it rained violent- 
ly during the hay harvest, and much hay was 
spoiled, a gentleman in a midland county pre- 
served bis whole stock, solely by persevering 
in keeping his hay constantly moved and turn- 
ed as it lay upon the ground, during the contin- 
uance of therain. The result was, that while 
his neighbors hay was valued only as spoiled 
hay, his crop was sound and good, retained its

Mrs. Katharine Duane Morgan. 
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Account of the Sandwich Islanders—Fe- 
male dress—that of the men and chiefe 
Curious fishing—Mede of catchg 
flying fish, Sc. 

The women of the Sandwich Islands 
are well made and handsome ; their dresg 
consists of ten sheets of cloth of the couns 
try, three feet broad and three yards long 
wrapped round their waists and descend- 
ing tothe middle ofthe leg. The outside 
sheet is prettily painted, and resembles a 
piece of printed, calico : this part of the 
dress is called pa’ou. Their upper gar- 
ments are composed of sheets, about three 
yards square ; some are painted, some 
are dyed black and others white ; these 
they can reduce at pleasure. A tobacco 
pipe is hung, with a small looking-glass 
round their necks, and they do not cons 
sider themselves dressed without them. 
They also wear an ivory hook, called 
palava, fastened round the neck with the 
plaited hair of their friends. Some of the 
women wear their hair tong and tied, oth- 
ers Cut it close off, turn it up in front, and 
lime it till quite white; it then looks like 
the border of acap.

"While 
Iwas here I was invited by one of 
the chiefs to join a fishing party on the 
flats to the westward of the harbour of 
Honorora. There were several fires lit 
the night previous, and, in the morning, 
the nets were run out and set on the flat. 
The people collected from all parts of the 
island : they all strip & start from 2 points, 
making a circuit of several miles ; both 
parties meet on the outer edge of the flats 
and forming a circle, thé gradually close 
in, keeping their feet close together to 
prevent the escape ef the fish, the water 
not being more than knee deep. Each 
person being provided with a scoop-net 
and a bag net over his shoulder; they are 
permitted to scoop up what they can and 
fill their bag, still closing in, when the 
nets are drawn allaround after them. By 
this method they catch 50 or 60 canoes’- 
load. There were not fewer than 6000 
people collected at this party, which ends 
ed, as all such do, in a fight avout the di-

ing flying fish :—The nets in which they 
are taken are made of twine, which is 
spun from a sort of hemp, called by the 
natives oorana,and very strong. A num- 


per of nets are laced together, so as to 


make one of two or three hundred yards 
in length; they are about six feet broad, 
with a large and strong net in the centre, 
and these they run in a straight line, the 
upper part of which is floated by cork- 
wood, and the lower sunk with stones. 
They take large branches of trees and lay 
along the head of the line, which prevent 
the fish from flying over; a large double 
canoe is placed at each end of the net, 
gradually drawing it to a circle, while a 
number of other canoes are employed in 
the open space, beating the water and di- 
ving to frighten the fish toward the net. 
Wih:en the double canoes at the ends o! 
the net meet, they take the net inggrad- 
ually contracting the circle till the fish are 
forced into the bag. Sometimes at a haul 
of this kind, they will catch six or eight 
canoes full, though not without risk, for 
fishermen often get black eyes and bruis- 
ed faces from the fish flying about, which 
are the largest I have ever seen. Albi- 
cores, dolphins, and bonetas are caught in 
the following manner: A canoe that pulls 
seven paddles goes to sea with two good 


fishermen, (besides Met 20 er each

They have 
a sort of heath here which the natives 
pound up, and with it dive amongst the 
rocks, and, in a few minutes, all the fish 
Withiu a certain distance sickeu and 
come to the surface of the water, and are 
easily taken. The natives immediately 
gut them.—Whether the fish eat this 
heath or not L could never learn, but cer 
tainly it is amost powerful poison.

dians, being endowed with a quickness of 
perception and ability to acquire & make 
themselves masters of the arts and scien- 
ces, that is very notable, and far exceeds 
that of the inhabitants of Old Spain, and 
perhaps, many other countries.

Among those that contributed most to 
quell the insurrection, was the before 
mentioned General Don Augustin Itur- 
vide, then colonel of the regiment of Ce- 
laya,and native ofthe city of Valladolid, 
inthe province of Mechoacan ; born of 
European parents, and animated by a 
mistaken zeal, he was induced to em- 
brace the royal cause, and with a fervor 
and impetuosity peculiar to his character, 
committed many arbitrary and violent 
acts, that, in a great degree, tarnished 
what would otherwise have been deemed 
orilliant achievements, and over which 
itis necessary to draw a veil, his subse- 
quent conduct having entirely effaced

To reduce 
these to obedience was the ultimate object 
and wish of the government, and with this 
view General Yturbide was invested with 
the important military command of the 
department of the south, that contained 
about three thousand veteran troops, and 
had its head quarters in the town of Ygu- 
ala, distant about thirty leagues from this 
city, on the direct read to Acapulco. It 
is proper to mention here, that a few 
months previous to his nomination, news 
had been received of the regeneration of 
old Spain, and of the establishment of the 
constitution in that country, a circum- 
stance that created great alarm in this a- 
mong the clergy and friars : the lower ¢lass 
of people were also taught to believe that 
the planting of it here would be attended 
with the entire destruction of their long 
established forms of religion.

Sin—The following account of Gibralter I 
wrote while there a few months since. If you 
think it will be interesting to your readers, it is 
at your disposal. Tought in justice to myself 
to observe, that Phave not been able to light 
upon any printed documents with which I could 
compare the statements made in this commu- 
nication ; they are derived from my own ob- 
servation and from the information of gentle- 
men residing in the place. Though I cannot 
therefore vouch for their entire accuracy in 
some minute particulars, I believe they will be 

found to be substantially correct.

called, tle Garrisonof Gibralter, frontin 
the Bay of the same name.—The longi. 
tudinal summit of the Rock presents t 
the beholder three points of great eleva 
tion, the highest one being near fifteen 
hundred feet 5 while the intervening parts 
are considerably lower, and irregularly 
scooped out. ‘The north point of eleva 
tion is called the North Pinnacle, beneath 
which isthe seat of the principal excava 
tions; the middle one is the Signal Sta 
tion ; the remaining elevated point is 
known by the name of the Watch Tow- 
er or O’Harra’s Folly. 
Much as I had heard of the extent and 
strength of the fortifications of Gibralter, 
they far surpassed my expectations and I 
despair of giving any description which 
shall convey a just idea of them to others. 
I will however, sketch the course we took 
in visiting them. Atthe Moorish Cas- 
tle—a remnant of other days—which 
stands in the wall of the town, we entered 
Willys and Windsor Galleries. These 
galleries are excavations entirely within 
the Rock, and form a continued subter- 
raneous passage of almost two thousand 
feet in length, and twelve fect in height 
and the same in width. This passag: 
gradually ascending pursues a zigzag 
course corresponding with the externa’ 
form of the rock ata distance of afew 
feet from the outside which is on the lefi 
as you goup, At short intervals there 
are port-holes or embrasures, which fur- 
nish a dim light to this gloomy passage 
In each of the embrasures there are pie- 
ces of ordnance, mounted and completely 
ready for use. 
Near the upper end of Windsor Galle- 

ty is Lord Cornwallis’ Hall, to which you 
descend by a flight of stone stairs of fifty 
Six steps. In this spacious apartment. 
are three embrasures, supplied with six. 
ty-eight pounders. 


Still further along is St. George’s Hall 
—the most wonderful of the excavations, 
and the most interesting object of the 
; It is an 
immense toom of about forty-five by fifty 
feet in area, and full twenty feet in height.

Adjacent to the hall is a 
fine roomy magazine, well secured, and 
properly furnished for a time of need. 
In the roof of the hall is a shaft commu- 
nicating with the top, for the purpose of 


part of the Rock which contains this 
greatest of the excavations and is in truth 
so hollowed out as to be little more than 
a shell,—when viewed from without,— 
seems to be an immense cylindrical frag- 
ment with’a conical cap, almost dissever- 
ed from the perpendicular side of the main 
body, and adhering to it with barely suf 
ficient strength to keep it from falling. 
From St. George’s Hall we ascended by 
another circular flight of stone stairs to 
the Look-out—a terrace of a few feet in 
diameter, on the out side of the Rock au: 
at the top of the cylindrical fragment. 
This is a spot in which we did not care 
to continue longer than was uecessary t 
satisfy curiosity, for beneath us was i 
frightful precipice of almost a thousanc 
feet, and above us at nearly the same dis 
tance was a towering ledge of rocks tha' 
threatened every moment to overwhelm 
us. Returning to St. George’s Hall, we 
retraced our steps through the main pas 
sage,till we came to a particular gateway . 
there bidding adieu to the excavations, ws 
soon reached the open air. 

In every part of these excavations, you 
pass large piles of cannon balls. I was 
told that in the whole there are deposited 
here two hundred and seventy thousand. 
thirty-two pound shot; the carrying oi 
each one of which up the reck was a day’s 
work for a soldier. 
It should be observed that most o! 
these excavations are of late origin, hav- 
ing been made since the commencement 
of the reign of George III.—some_bear- 
ing date 1783, ’89, &c. 
‘In addition to the excavations, the 
Garrison itself is walled, and at the dis- 
tance of every few paces cannon are 
planted upon the walls. 
ordnance is now more than six hundred 
pieces, and in times of war there are thir- 
teen hundred, varying in size from eigh- 
teen to sixty-eight pounders, ‘The num- 
ber of the military is now three thousand ; 
in times of war it has been ten thousand. 
The fortifications on the side of the Gar- 
rison next to the water are immensely 
strong, and bid defiance to attack. Here 
are walls within walls—cannon so place: 
as to cut down an assailant at every point 
of approach—double and treble outworks 
—moats, pallisadoes, draw-bridges, port 
cullises, trenches, sallyports, ramparts 
bastions, and almost every thing else tha 
can give defence. ‘The place is now ab 
force, and can be reduced only by treach 
‘ry or starvation. Itis said that the en 
sineers of the late Emperor of France: 
were forsome time exploring the prem 
ises 3 and the more they examined them 
the more they were convinced of the e 
pediency of not attempting to take th 
place by force.

Below O’Harra’s Folly and a little tu 
the North of it as we descended to the 
Garrison we came to St. Michel’s Cave 
—a curious and interesting spot. After 
entering it by a small orifice of a few feet 


stantly oozing through the rocky roof and 
dropping down from it. In some places 
around the edge of the room, the stone is 
formed into something like basins, which 
are filed with very palatable and pure wa- 
ter. From this room you can penetrate 
a great distance, by a passage, now very 
narrow, and now swelling into large apart- 
nents. The end of it has not Iam told}i 
ever been reached. In consequence of 
the abundance of monkies found on this 
part of the rock, some of the more credu- 
lous have been led to believe that there is 
a communication under water between 
the cave and Apes’ Hillin Africa, and 
that monkies sometimes pass and re-pass 
in this way.

The close of an Address to the Literary and 
Philosophical Societyof South-Carolina, by 
Stepnen Exxiott, President of the Society. 
“ Science would give new skill and val- 
ue to the labours of the mechanic, new re- 
sources to the enterprise of the man of 
business, new dignity to the leisure of the 
nan of wealth, new enjoyments to the man 
of pleasure, new powers to the man of ex- 
ertion. 
“ Knowledge is power. How won- 
derful the difference between the poor na- 
ked wandering savage, trembling before 
the elements, whom in terror he adores, 
depending on his solitary unaided exer- 
tions for food, for arms, for raiment, for 
shelter; and the civilized man, who 
strong in the science and resources of so 
ciety, rides over the ocean, even on the 
wings of the tempest; disarms the light- 
ning of its power; ascends the airy can- 
opy of heaven; penetrates into the pro- 
found caverns of the earth ; arms himself 
with the power of tue elements ; makes 
fire and air and earth and water, his min- 
istering servants ; and standing, as ‘t were, 
on the confines of nature, seems, as by a 
magic talisman, to give energy and life to 
the brute elements of matter.
